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NORTHERN MAILS. 

The project of a northem mail 
service is one that the post office de- 
partment should receive every encour- 
agement in, and every credit for should 
it be carried out. The idea seems to 
be to follow the present Hudson’s Bay 
Company routes, one due north to Lake 
Athabasca for the benefit of the Mac- 
kenzie river region and tie other North- 
west to Lesser Slave lake for the bene- 
fit of the Peace River country. At the 
present time Atlinbasca Landing is 
common to both routes in the summer ; 
but in ihe winter the Mackeazie packet 
goes by way of Lac la Biche, to which 
point there is a government mail route. 
Although the population is very scatcer- 
ed in the North country, the area is so 
vast that it necessarily includes a large 
number of people who by reason of 
their iso:ation and business situation 
have a very much greater interest in a 
mail service than the same number of 
people anywhere else in Canada. Up 
to the present time the post office de- 
partment has taken no notice of their 
existence, or their business, require- 
ments. Owing to the fact thata single 
business corporation, the Hudson’s 
Bay Company, has had a network of 
trading posts allover the north, ter 
their own business purposes they have 
given a mail service twice a year be- 
tween their several posts, which are the 
centres oi business and missionary en- 
terprise throughout that region. Until 
late years they carried mail for every- 
one else as well as themselves, but lat- 
terly owing to the increase in the 
bulk of the matis, they have been com- 
pelled to discontinue rendering a gener- 
al mail service. And indeed now that 
they are exposed to competition 
throughout the great territory of which 
they were formeriy the sole business 
occupants, they couid scarcely be ex- 
pected tc assist their competitors and 
encourage competition by giving a free 
general mail service. In the first place 
the government had ne right to require 
the Hudson’s Bay Company to carry 
even their own mail, simply because 
they were able and willing to do it, to 
say nothing of expecting them to carry 
mail for other people. The Company 


isa purely business enterprise, paying | 


towards the revenues of the country 


just like any other business enterprise, 


and entitled to the same consideration 
as any other such enterprise. But sup- 
posing it was a fair argument to say 
that as long as the company was willing 
to carry mail for themselves and cther 
people the government was not called 
upon to bear the expense, that condi- 
tion of affairs no longer exists. The 
eompany is not now willing to carry 
mail for other people, end should not 
be compelled to carry for themselves 
any more than any other business in- 
stitution should. 

No doubt the sparse population and 
great area to be served would make the 
establishment of a northern mail service 
costly in proportion to the revenue to 
be derived. But the postal department 
is a spending rather than a revenue de- 
partment, or in other words it is run 
net for what can be made out of it, 
but for the advantage that it is to the 
country at large in its commercial and 
social life. Therefore where a great 
public advantage will accrue from the 
extension of the mail service, the ques- 
tion of the proportion of cost to the 
revenue derived is a secondary con- 
sideration. The advantage that a gov- 
ernment mail service would be to the 
present business interests of the great 
north, and aid that it would be to the 
further deve:opment of those interest, 
can scarcely be overestimated. The 
government cannot in reason and with 
any proper regard to the present and 
future of that great region longer delay 
the sssumption of the duties of mail 
carrier throughout its extent. While 
the first necessity is naturally the 


establishment of say a monthly service 
to Lesser Slave lake and Chipewyan, 
there is nc reason why service to the 
furthest H. B. post should not be given 
at government expense, instead of at 
that of the Hudson’s Bay Company. 
So that on the one band the company 
would not be compelled to incur a great 
and exceptional expense for the carriage 
of their own mails; and so that on the 
other hand wherever a _ missionary, 
trader or prospector went he would 
have a right to the transmission of bis 
mails. Of course, if the present postal 
regulations were permitted to apply to 
the Great North the expense would be 
probably heavier than even the excep- 
tional circumstances would warrant, 
but special regulations wight be framed 
so that an unfair advantage could not 
be taken of the facilities offered, 
especially on the winter trips, which 
would necessarily have to be made 
throughout the greater part of the 
region by dog train. 

In this connection it mighi be well 
to point out that although the amount 
of settlement at Athabasca Landing is 
small as yet, the importance of the 
place as a point common to both north- 
ern mail routes in summer and on the 
Slave lake or Peace River route in the 
winter, and as the point at which the 
whole northern trade centres, where the 
cart road from Edmonton strikes steam- 
boat navigation on the waters of the 
Mackenzie, gives it an importance that 
would more than warrant the estab- 
lishment of at least a weekly service in 
summer and a fortnightly in winter to 
that place, whether the service is ex- 
tended to Chipewyan a:.d Slave lake or 
not. 

It might be further pointed out that 
the extension of the government tele- 
graph lines to the Landing, a distance 
of 90 miles, would be of the very great- 
est advantage to the business interests 
of the north aad even more useful than 
a mail service.

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FORT SASKATCHEWAN,

Some six years ago the Rev. F. ‘her 
Fougaet foretold the finding of dia- 
mounds in Northern Aiberta, and it now 
looks as if his words were coming true. 
On Monday last the writer had the 
pleasure of Jooking at, what in his 
opicion, are two rough diamonds; that 

'is if whatcan be gathered from the 
different works on mineralogy can guide 
the non expert. However to make sure 
the finder, Mr. Geo. Purches, has for- 
warded one to the east for analy-is. 
There is no mistake about the strong 
resemblence to the diamond in the 
rough, These stones are electric, will 
cut glass, and are transparent. The 
white one is something like a piece of 
alum and the other is a bluish or 

greenish color. The latter seems full 
of flaws, and the former not so. Both 
are about the size of a pigeun’s egg, but 
the shapes are different, The white one 
being oblong and the other more ci: 
cular. 

If these stones are the genuine dia- 
mont it will settle the railway and 
immigration questions in Northern Al- 
berta, and instead of having a Sir 
Cecii Rhodes, Rhodesia, South Africa, 
perkaps in the not distant future we 
will have a Sir George Purches, of 
Purchesia, Northern Alberta; as the 
diamond tind up here will mark one of 
the most important epochs in the 
Dominion. 

The minerals of every country in the 
world have been the principal means of 
developing, not only the farming, but 
the manufacturing industries, and it is 
hoped that the Deminien government 
will inake another attempt for petroleum 
in Northern Alberta, but not in the 
way the last test was made. This 
time let tenders be called, not only in 
Canada, but also in Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, as life is too shert for it to take 
years to find out what should have 
been done in 3 months at the oustide. 
The government should understand by 
this time that there is a great difference 
between a business and political way of 
striking oil, and we dare not hint or 
speak of anything like the “ Heathern 
Chinee?” 

Censtable Dalten, who leaves for the 
old eonntry to-morrow, was honored by 
his comrades last night giving a smok- 
ing concert on his account. The even- 
ing passed very pleasantly with songs, 
spee-ues and a number of good selec 
tions from the band. Mr. Dalton will be 
greatly missed asat any musical enter- 
tainment he has always been to the 
fore.

Great Britain could fairly say opposed 
her interests. Mr. Rhodes strenuously 
denied that he ordered Dr, Jameson 
to cross the frontier, and could only 
explain his action sy the urgen cy of the 
messages addressed to him. Whatever 
Mr. Rhodes has done was for the ulti- 
mate glory of Great Britain. Mr. 
Chamberlain consented to take this 
view of it and the only punishment or 
restriction which the government will, 
for appearance sake, impose upon the 
the chartered company will be to put 
the armed forces cf South Africa under 
the direction of the crown. Mr. Rhodes 
under the circumstances, can have no 
serions objection to this. Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain’s long dispacch, 
published to-day, is a masterpiece. It 
would be difficult for the Boer govern-

Free Press Ottawa letter, Feb, 8: The | 


matter of increased Northwest representa- 
tion in the Commons will be discussed with 
the government by the Territorial members 
this week. 

The speech of the lientenant-zovernor at 
the opening of the Manitoba legislature 
intimates that the resources of the province 
are no longer equal to the requirementa of 
its public service, and hints ata loan to 
meet the difficiency. 

The wheat crop in Victoria, Australia, is 
a little over four busbels per acre, in South 
Australia itis only four bushels, in New 
South Wales it is 54, in Queensiand it is an 
utter failure. Australia is now importing 
wheat from Californis. 

No. lhard wheat is quoted at 50c. at 
coun:ry points in Manitoba by the Commer- 
cial, ar advance of Ile. from the lowest 
price paid this season. Oats are rising 
slightly in Manitoba and shipments east are 
being made. They are now worth 12c to 
14c. for good white oats at conatry points. 

President Kruger, of the Transvaal, has 
accepted the invitation extended to him by 
Colonal Secretary Chamberlain to come to 
England, accompanied by some members of 
the Transvaal executive to act as a commis- 

sion. Probably a special session of the 
Yolksraad will be called to grant a formal 
session and nomipate a commission. . 


Free Press Feb. 10: The Manitoba school 
bill will be introduced in parliament to-mor- 
row. Efforts are being made by the govern- 
ment to secure the aid of the French liberals 
in passing it. The liberal party managers 
eay that their men will vote en masse against 
the bill. Mr. James Sutherland, chief 
liberal whip, said to-night that not more 
than three out of the 31 French literals 
would vote for the measure. At least 
thirty Untario conservatives will oppose the 
bil!, as they know they cannot be re-elected 
if they advecate the measure. The goverii- 
ment’s nominal majority is forty-four in a 
house of 214. If the French liberais do not 
aid the government, the defeat of the bill 
seems certain. 

The Queen’s speech at the opening of the 
Imperial parliament reads strangely. In its 
first part it announces that the Siamese and 
Afghan boundaries have been settled, that 
there is every desire to come to a settlement 
on the Venezuelan question, that Turkey 
has senctioned the principal reforms in 
Armenia, that Jaimeson’s raiders are to be 
tried and that the Transvaal president is 
going to redress the wrengs of the Uitland- 

ers, congratulates on the result of the 
Chitral and Ashantes expeditions, and 
paints the diplomatic situation generally as 
it would be ebout the dawn of the mil- 
lenuim. In its second part, however the 
speech says: ‘*The estimates have been 
prepared with the utmost regard for econo- 
my, but the exigencies of the times require 
increased expenditures * * he ex- 
tension and improvement of the naval de- 
fences of the empire is the most important 
subject to which your efforts can be directed 
and will doubtless occupy your most earn- 
est attention.” Whi¢gh does not look as if 
the milleniuin was exfeeted at once.
